Our reognition of male 
and female, where they actually 
exist, will not prevent us in 
excluding such distinctions ia 
the communion with Christ and 
theleveofthe Brethren, where 
they do not exist. We do have 
equality, it appears to me, when 
we recognize no superiority or 
supremacy of the one over the 
other. And if we are fearful of 
any part of the old louven of that 
lording it too much over the 
sisters still remaining, we may 
give it a healthy curbing by fre- 
quently "prefering" them, espe- 
cially in passing the cup, which 
should always be given thesisters 
tiret, as a matter ot such common 
courteay that even Paul did not 
deem it necessary to commend it. 
In casea where thi word is silent 
we ehould be governed by com- 
mon aenaeandChriatianourteay, 
and where a man and a woman 
are to drink from the same cup 
courteay will quickly decide 
which should drink first. As we 
advance in courtesy we will lose 
that old spirit of intolsrance, 
which loved so much to lord 
it over God's heritage. Don't
